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Investigation possible 
for regent campaign

A campaign 
finance complaint 
has been filed 
with the Nebraska 
Accountability and 
Disclosure Commission 

Robert Prokop, 
a forensic pathologist and former NU 
regent from Wilber, Neb. 

Prokop, who lost the District 5 regent 
race to incumbent Jim McClurg in the 
November election, filed the complaint 
more than a month ago. 

The NADC could not release 
any information about the case when 
contacted on Wednesday. 

When a complaint is filed, the case 
is kept so private that the NADC cannot 
divulge if an investigation has even 
commenced, said Frank Daley, executive 
director of the commission. 

“I haven’t had any correspondence

- from the school on anything about 


the case,” said UNO Student Regent 
Alexander Williams. “I guess it’s all 
between the commission and McClurg 
and Prokop right now, until they can 
release more information.” 

However, much attention has been 
drawn to a last minute finance report 
filed by McClurg, especially after this 
summer’s impeachment of former regent 
David Hergert for filing misleading

campaign finance documents to the 
commission. 

When a regent candidate expects 
to spend more than $25,000, by law 
they must file a report of the expected 
expenditures to the commission, Daley 
said. McClurg reported on Sept. 11 his 
expected expenditures for the general 
election to be $125,000. 

Another law states that when a 
candidate is expecting to spend more 
than $25,000, a report must be filed within 
five days after the candidate spends 40 
percent of the expected expenditures. 

According to McClurg’s filed 
documents, the 40 percent mark was 
passed on Oct. 30. He reported this in a 
letter postmarked Nov. 3. | 

“Under our law, a filing is considered 
timely filed if it is received or postmarked 
on or before the due date,” Daley said. 

Therefore, according to McClurg’s 
filings, he filed the 40 percent report 
within the five required days. 

When a candidate reaches this 40 
percent mark, it makes the opponent 
eligible for “fair fight funds” from 


NADC. Although McClurg postmarked 


the letter on Nov. 3, the NADC did not 
receive it until Nov. 6, a day before the 
election. 

Unable to use the money so close to 
Election Day, Prokop did not accept the 
funds. | 

Both Prokop and McClurg did not 
return phone calls this week.

photos of the crime scene. Exhibit 185, a 
photo of Edwards’ mattress taken at the 
Douglas County Crime Scene Investigators 
lab on May 17, showed a large stain that 
prosecutors say is O’Grady’s blood. The stain 
covered an area of about eight square feet, 
said David Kofoed, division commander of 
Douglas County’s crime scene investigators. 

Kofoed was on the stand Monday, 
answering questions about evidence 
gathering and the crime scene. He said while 
the stain on the mattress had soaked through 
at least 1.75 inches of foam, he was unable to 
quantify the amount of blood lost. 

Steve Lefler, one of Edwards’ attorneys, 
focused his cross-examining on proper 
procedures, including whether or not gloves 
were used during evidence gathering.

A resident of Scott Village reported 
on Feb. 20 that she was sexually 
assaulted Sept. 7, 2006, according to 
Campus Security reports. 

Paul Kosel, assistant manager of 
Campus Security, said the reported 
assault would ‘have been classified as 
a misdemeanor sexual assault. The 
incident was not reported to Omaha 
Police, but Kosel said in a letter to 
the Gateway, “The report has been 
forwarded to university officials for 
appropriate action.” 

“This is the first time it wasn’t 
reported [to the police],” said Kosel. 
“It [doesn’t] mean she won’t. We offer, 
[but] we can’t make the report for 
them.” 

Kosel declined to comment further 
on the incident. 

The suspect was described as a 
Caucasian male and a UNO student, 


‘following reports of sexual assaults 


This is the sixth report of a sexual 
assault in the last year, four of which 
took place in university dormitories. 
The other two took place in Elmwood 
Park. 

Kosel said the student came 
forward and filed a report “because of 
the article reporting other incidents on 
campus.” : 

While the increase in reported 
crime on campus concerns Kosel, he 
said since the dormitories were built, 
Campus Security “had a lot more 
incidents reported on campus.” 

“We see burglary, we never saw 
them before; we see vehicle break-ins,” 
Kosel said. “Up until that point [the 
dormitories’ construction], no liquor 
law or drug violations.” 

Student Affairs and Campus 
Security held a safety meeting for the 
residents of University Village on Feb. 
26. Rita Henry, assistant vice chancellor 
for student affairs, said the meeting

Pee Hoe 
students 
whispered to 
one another as 
they gingerly 
touched the artifacts, trying to identify the origin and 
purpose of the items. 

Simultaneously, in the remaining corners of the 
room, three other groups did the same, only with 
different items. One group had an old fork and a 
porcelain bowl with a Nazi swastika imprinted on the 
bottom. Another group had a rock and several empty 
bullet casings. The third group examined an empty 
mortar shell and military magazine. 

The students were taking part in a “floor storming” 
activity designed to compliment an instructional unit on 
World War II. 

As a teacher candidate working toward her middle

school certification, UNO senior Melissa Zeches 
understands the importance of making history real for 
her students. 

Using items from her personal collection, Zeches 
brings a three-dimensional, tactile element to a traditional 
World War II history lesson. She and her husband, a 
member of the Air Force, obtained the artifacts while 
stationed in Europe. 

“T have always thought that these things would be 
great to share with kids,” Zeches said. 

When it comes to World War II, history is more than 
just a collection of dates, names and artifacts to Zeches. 
Her: grandfather was an original member of the “Band 
of Brothers” immortalized in Ambrose’s book and the 
HBO miniseries of the same name. The book and series 
tell the story of the 101st Airborne, 506th Regiment, Easy 
Company. It chronicles their journey from Georgia to 
Normandy and Hitler’s Eagle’s Nest, the headquarters 
he used for much of the war. 

Edward Joint and his fellow combat paratroopers 
were the first to jump into the scene on D-Day. 
After surviving the drop, the unit made its way and 
participated in the Battle of the Bulge, during which 
Joint was shot in the shoulder. For his injury, Joint 
received a Purple Heart. Serving from 1942 to 1945, he 
also received the Bronze Star medal and several other 
commemorative awards. 

When Zeches was growing up, she didn’t hear 


much about her grandfather’s experiences. “He never 


wanted to talk about it,” she said. 

Nor is there any mention of Joint in Ambrose’s book. 
During the research and writing process, Joint declined 
to sign a release to allow his story in the book and 
miniseries. However, after publication of. the book and 
production of the miniseries, Joint changed his mind. 

Joint toured with the remaining members of Easy 
Company during the promotion of the miniseries. It was

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UNO Forensics team 
makes school history

The UNO Forensics team made school history. The 
team placed third in the annual Nebraska Intercollegiate 
Forensics Association Tournament on Feb. 17 and 18, 
beating out long-time competitor Hastings College for their 
standing. 

Over the past decade, only Creighton, UNL and 
Hastings College have placed in the top three. This year 
UNL, Doane and UNO snagged the top rankings. 

Even though the team was two points away from 
placing second, Forensics Coach Abbie Farrens said taking 
third place is exactly what she hoped to achieve at the 
competition. 

“We were in a high state of competition, and we knew 
UNL was going to win because of their reputable program,” 
Farrens said. “We assumed Doane College would place 
second because they had been winning a lot this year, so we 
were hoping that we would beat Hastings College to take 
third. And we did, which is absolutely tremendous.” 

In fact, nine out of 11 students from UNO’s team 
competed in the finals, and two were later declared state 
champions. Junior Buey Ruet earned first place in interstate 
oratory (persuasion) and sophomore Matt Eledge earned 
first place in prose interpretation. Eledge also earned second 
place in program of oral interpretation, third in dramatic 
duo with teammate Teresa Oberdorfer and third in the 
pentathlon. 

In addition, freshman Lauren Ackerman place third in 
prose interpretation, and senior Marty Ertz placed fourth in 
after-dinner speaking.

More than just his stat line (3 for 5 with four RBIs 
and two runs in the two UNO victories) was the 
timeliness of his hits that made the difference for

In game one, Porter.ripped a breaking ball inside 
the third-base line for a two-out, RBI double to tie 
the game in the fifth inning. The clutch hit seemed to 
ignite the Maverick dugout, which produced three 
runs the next inning to put the Hornets away.

After falling behind 4-2 Tuesday, in a situation 
that UNO Coach Jeanne Scarpello called “scary,” the 
Mavs lashed out for seven runs in a fifth inning that 
the University of South Dakota Coyotes would just 
as soon forget. 

Back-to-back singles by Chanel Reaves and Alison 
Jergenson ignited the Mavs’ offensive explosion. 

Following Kellyn Kramolisch reaching on an 
error and a Leslie Svoboda walk, the stage was 
set for freshman designated hitter Treightin Yates, 
who tattooed a two-RBI double to left field, scoring 
Jergenson and Kramolisch. — 

Svoboda scored on a sac fly by Jenifer McDowell, 
while Kristin Wellwood, Yates’ pinch runner, 
advanced to third. Wellwood scored on a single to 
left by Sara Sortino, who advanced to second on a 
throwing error. Brooke Wagner bolted a double to 
center field plating Sortino, and then scored the final 
run of the inning on a double by Beth Harris. 

“The offense started hitting the ball,” Scarpello 
said. “We had been struggling to get runs for our 
pitchers. This was nice.” 

The offense didn’t clock out then. They hammered 
the nail into USD’s coffin with authority. 

Svoboda blasted a three-run homer to straight 
away center field that left no doubt in people’s 
minds who the big bat on this team was. Yates 


made everybody aware 
that there was a new 
girl in town, following 
Svoboda’s bomb with a 
blast clearing the left field 
wall and sending USD 
to their 16th loss of the 
season with a final score 
of 13-5. 

Svoboda finished the 
game two for three with 
four RBIs. Svoboda’s 
smash sister Yates added 
three RBIs on a two for 
four game giving the duo 
a total of seven. 

“{Svoboda] is a big 
punch to our offense,” 
Scarpello said. “Having 
[Yates] behind her, she’s 
getting more pitches to 
hit.

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Director, actors use dark humor, sincere talent in production of Reckless

Billed as one part It’s a Wonderful 
Life and one part Alice in Wonderland, 
Craig Lucas’ Reckless is more like A 
Christmas Carol meets Lemony Snicket's 
A Series of Unfortunate Events. With 
enough dark humor to offend even 
the most open of minds, UNO’s 
production of the Broadway play 
is not only hilarious, but strangely 
heartwarming. 

The production, directed by Amy 
Lane, tells a story about a woman 
Rachel, hysterically played by Ashley 
Spessard, trying to get her husband 
Tom (Brendan J.D. Reilly) into the 
Christmas spirit. Unfortunately for 
the upbeat Rachel, Tom has taken a 
contract out on her life. And no, he 
doesn’t mean life insurance. 

Fleeing for her life, Rachel 
stumbles across a stranger named 
Lloyd (Todd Zimbelman) who gives 
Rachel a ride back to his house to meet 
his wife, Pooty (Katie Martikainen). 
But Rachel, still confused over her 
husband’s actions, lies about her 
name and past to Pooty and Lloyd. 
Little does Rachel know, Lloyd and 
Pooty are not only lying to Rachel, but 
also to each other. 

In fact every character in the play 
has somehow had something happen 
to them to hide their true identity. 
The play raises a question: “Do we

we may think we do, no one can ever 
really know for certain. 

Through what can only be described 
as really, really bad luck that would 
put a damper on anyone’s Christmas 
spirits, the relatively “clean” Rachel 
is constantly jerked around by the 
lies and decisions of everyone around 
her. But by the end of the play, just 
when you think that Rachel just can’t 
catch a break, something happens that 
restores your faith in the perseverance 
of the human spirit. 


The true Reckless stars are 


Spessard and Zimbelman, who are 


nearly flawless as Rachel and Lloyd. 
And while the rest of the cast may not 
be as charismatic, there are certainly 
enough quips and one-liners to 
have you chuckling. But the most

Exhibit 63 was a photograph of the mattress 
being held up by Omaha Police officers 
without gloves. 

When Lefler asked Kofoed whether 
the lack of gloves would concern him, he 
responded with a firm no. When Lefler 
pointed out that Kofoed had said in his 
deposition that a lack of gloves at a crime 
scene would concern him, Kofoed clarified 
his response. Even without gloves, Omaha 
police officers knew how to handle a crime 
scene properly, he said. 

On Tuesday forensic DNA analyst 
Mellissa Helligso testified about her work 
on the murder case at the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center’s Human DNA 
Identification Laboratory. She explained the 
process samples go through and the odds the 
DNA found could match another person. 

In thecase of the DNA found in Edwards’ 
room, there was a one in 26.6 quintillion 
chance (1:26,600,000,000,000,000,000) _ it 
belonged to anyone other than O’Grady. The 
spots tested included the trunk of Edwards’

car, headboard and sword blade: The defense 
asked to have Helligso’s testimony stricken 
from the record on Wednesday, but Judge 
Russell Derr denied that request. 

Wednesday brought more science- 

based testimony from James Wisecarver, 
the director of the UNMC Human DNA 
Identification Laboratory. The prosecution 
used Wisecarver to supplement Helligso’s 
testimony and to confirm the lab’s findings 
of O’Grady’s blood at the crime scene. 
- During cross-examination, Lefler asked 
Wisecarver about the transfer of DNA and 
whether it was possible a person’s DNA 
could be found on items they had never 
touched. Wisecarver said the theoretical 
transfer of DNA was “possible.” 

Lefler said he hoped to have his first 
witnesses on the stand Thursday, but with 
the slow jury selection and long questioning 
of witnesses, the trial could extend beyond 
Friday. 

The trial was expected to last two weeks 
and began last Monday, March 19.
